Farmers of Virginia's eastern 
shore, striking to raise the price 
of potatoes from *12.5 to *2 a 
barrel, after patrolling roads to 
prevent shipment of potatoes, 
named a five-man council with ab¬ 
solute power over all potatoes, 
dug, stored or ready for shipment. 

Kansas national guard troops 
moved into Galena where 28 em¬ 
battled guards held the Eagle- 
Picher Mining and Smelting com¬ 
pany plant. The miners, seeking 
to prevent the reopening of the 
plant closed since a walkout May 
8 for better working conditions 
and union recognition, yesterday 
injured a dozen persons and kept 
up a running fire of attack until 
midnight.

’Twas Paradise For Hunters

With the Old-Timers’ picnic 
scheduled for tomorrow in Irvine 
park, (it’s always held on the last 
Sunday in June l residents of To¬ 
mato Springs are looking over 
their poultry yards to pick the 
finest fowls to prepare for the 
annual feast. 

Residents of Orange county who 
have lived here less than 20 years 
may ask, "What particular part 
does this place, Tomato Springs, 
play in the event, anyway?” But 
not so with the Old-Timers them¬ 
selves who lived here 50 or 60 
years ago.

TOKYO, Saturday, June 29. UP)' 
The worst rainstorms and floods | 
In half a century deluged the pop- | 
ulous and thriving Osaka, Koyoto 
and Kobe districts today, the sec¬ 
ond time in less than 10 months j 
that the industrial heart of the 
Japanese empire has been par¬ 
alyzed by a natural calamity. 

Sixty-two persons were thus far 
known to have perished, but many 
were still missing and scores were 
injured. 

Thousands Homeless 
Thousands were driven from 
their homes and a fragmentary 
survey of the affected area indi¬ 
cated that at least 150,000 houses 
and buildings were inundated. 
Damage was estimated at more 
than 10,000,000 yen (about $2,900,- 
000 ). 

The floods also swept over Nor¬ 
thern Kyushu and Shikoku Pre¬ 
fects and Western Hondo, the same 
regions scourged by a disastrous 
typhoon Sept. 22, 1934, and South- 
estem Korea following torrential 
rains Friday. 

Kyoto Worst Hit 
Kyoto, lying in a valley en¬ 
circled by mountains, suffered the 
worst. Rivers, a picturesque fea¬ 
ture of the ancient capital of 1 
Japan, surged over their banks 
and became torrents of destruc¬ 
tion. They washed away 31 
bridges, including many famous in 
Japanese song and story and 2000 
homes. 

Early reports indicated the 
movie center in Kyoto, Japan’s 
“Hollywood," suffered heavily. 
Studio sets and equipment were 
ruined. The steel center in North 
Kyushu, a leading factor in the 
empire’s booming munitions indus¬ 
try, also suffered heavily.

NEWPORT BEACH, Saturday, 
June 29.—Harbor district leaders 
here will soon demand the forma¬ 
tion of a special harbor commis¬ 
sion to handle work of governing 
the new $2,000,000 federal harbor 
project now nearing the three- 
quarter completion mark, it be¬ 
came known today. The tremend¬ 
ous amount of intricate and de¬ 
tailed problems presented by the 
development of this district were 
named as the reasons for the in¬ 
ception of the present action. 

At the present time the Orange 
county board of supervisors have 
the governing of all Orange coun¬ 
ty harbors under their jurisdic¬ 
tion, under a special state legisla¬ 
tive act. The board will be asked 
to appoint a commission of from 
five to nine members to handle the 
business problems of the port. 

Since Long Beach and San 
Pedro harbors have special gov¬ 
erning bodies and were construct¬ 
ed along similar financial lines, 
local boosters demand immediate 
action upon a similar basis. They 
point out that the supervisors are 
engrossed in other affairs and 
cannot do justice to so large a 
project. 

Difficulties have already arisen. 
The recommendation by Capt. W. 
H. Rhodes, head of the United 
States Lighthouse service on the 
Pacific coast, that a number of il¬ 
luminated markers and buoys be 
placed in the harbor is threatened 
with delay. The necessary ex¬ 
penditure cannot be sanctioned 
without official invitation from 
constituted authorities. The pro¬ 
posed commission would act in 
this capacity. Building of a thirty 
foot tower with a twenty-mile 
range beacon light on the end of 
the west jetty at the entrance of 
the channel is contemplated by 
Captain Rhodes.

Need Two More Months 
To Enact President's 
Tax Plan, Report 


WASHINGTON, Saturday, June 
29. UP )—In a turbulent six-months 
session vastly different from that 
which snapped through early new 
deal legislation, congress has 
ground out four major adminis¬ 
tration measures and blocked a 
great many proposals opposed by 
the president. 

As the half-year mark in the 
legislative siege was reached today 
the lawmakers had yet to finish 
work on such explosive Roosevelt 
measures as the utility holding 
bill, the omnibus bank bill to give 
the federal reserve board power to 
control currency and credit, and 
amendments to bolster the AAA 
against court attack. 

The social security bill, which 
the president has indicated he re¬ 
gards as the most important of all 
the legislation pending in con¬ 
gress, had passed both houses and 
seemed destined to become law 
within a short time. 

Two More Months 

But even as the long-disputed 
security program moved clear of 
the congressional jam, Mr. Roose¬ 
velt’s recommendations for new 
and higher taxes on the wealthy 
and for legislation to plug loop¬ 
holes left by the supreme court’s 
gold decision led leaders to pre¬ 
dict that two more months would 
be required to enact the adminis¬ 
tration program. 

Among the New Deal measures 
already completed during the ses¬ 
sion, these stood out: 

1. The $4,880,000,000 work re¬ 
lief appropriation. 

2. Extension of a skeletonized 
NRA. 

3. Extension of the federal gas¬ 
oline tax and other "nuisance’' 
levies estimated to raise $500,000,- 
000 a year. 

3. The Wagner labor disputes 
bill, which had been credited with 
having less chance than many 
others on the administration's 
“must” list. 

More Coming Up 

In addition, congress had passed 
and sent to the White House all 
of the regular, but vital, annual 
appropriation bills to carry on the 
government, except the legislative 
bill providing funds for congress, 
and the second deficiency meas¬ 
ure. Both were expected to go 
through in the next few days. 

The present congress had re¬ 
sponded neither as quickly nor as 
willingly to President Roosevelt’s 
leadership as did the first two 
New Deal sessions. More time was 
lost considering measures that fi¬ 
nally failed, such as proposed ad¬ 
herence to the world court, the 
anti-lynch bill, and the bonus.

Marlow, district director for the 
Southland. 

Approximately oO per cent of 
the loans so far are for new con¬ 
struction, 25 per cent for the pur¬ 
chase or acquisition cf property, 
and 25 per cent for refunding of 
mortgages on existing construc¬ 
tion. 

Interest Rates Cut 

Mr. Marlow's predictions were 
made public here today by James 
H. Berry, field representative for 
the FHA. He also told of reduc¬ 
tions in interest and insurance 
rates on loans. 

Interest on insured refinanced 
mortgages has been cut from 5% 
to 5 per cent. A reduction of one- 
half of 1 per cent on insurance 
rates for refunding of mortgages 
was announced, thus making the 
rate one-half of 1 per cent on all 
loans. The reduction is retroac¬ 
tive and will apply to all loans in¬ 
sured to date by the FHA. 

The regulations have been 
changed also in respect to mort¬ 
gage companies, now making pos¬ 
sible approved mortgages of mort¬ 
gage companies that have a capi¬ 
tal of $100,000 or more. 

Simplified Blanks 

A simplified application blank 
also has been received. Mr. Berry 
said lending institutions may 
charge a maximum service fee of 
1 per cent on the mortgage on 
existing construction, and 2% per 
cent on new construction. The 
mortgagor shall not be obliged to 
pay any furhter charges except as 
approved by the FHA, according 
to Mr. Berry. 

The time for handling loan ap¬ 
plications has been reduced from 
21 days to 14 days and it is pos¬ 
sible that a further reduction to 
10 days may be arranged, he said.

LOS ANGELES, Saturday, June 
29. (/P)—California oranges sold 
during the past week in the east¬ 
ern and middle western auction 
centers gained an average of 1 
cent per box to an average price 
per box for the week of $2.91. 

Lemons sold in the auctions 
were off 9 cents to an average 
price per box of $3.37. Both or¬ 
anges and lemons finished the 
week strong with lemons showing 
an average price per box for Fri¬ 
day of $3.60 as compared with 
$3.37 for the week. 

There were 90 less cars of 
oranges sold at the auction points 
the past week and 12 cars less of 
lemons. 

Summer deciduous fruits and 
extremely unfavorable weather 
conditions have kept citrus prices 
below their normal summer aver¬ 
ages. 

The California Fruit Growers 
Exchange, commenting on the 
market as a whole, says: 

“The Valencia market is a little 
stronger on medium to small sizes 
and about steady on the larger 
sizes with volume of sales a little 
less than last week. Above nor¬ 
mal supply of melons, berries and 
other fruits selling at low prices 
are serious competitors of oranges 
and grapefruit. 

“For the first three weeks of 
June, total carlot shipments of 
competing fruits exceeded 18,000 
cars, an increase of 17 per cent 
over the same period last year. 

“The grapefruit market is lower.

Statements that 500.000 Mexi¬ 
cans entered the United States 
illegally between 1920 and 1930 
are absolutely unfounded, accord¬ 
ing to information made public 
here today by Franklin Davis, of 
the immigration and naturaliza¬ 
tion service here. 

Mr. Davis released a statement 
made by Col. D. W. MacCormack, 
commissioner of immigration, at 
a joint session of the house of 
representatives and senate com¬ 
mittees on immigration. 

Many Return 

“Instead of the census figures 
indicating that 500,000 Mexicans 
had entered the county illegally 
between 1920 and 1930, they indi¬ 
cate that 289,000 who had a legal 
right to be here had returned to 
Mexico or died,” Col. MacCor¬ 
mack said. “The alleged 500,000 
illegal entries were American citi¬ 
zen children born of Mexican par¬ 
ents in the United States. 

“The increase in the Mexican 
population has apparently been 
due to the birth rate rather than 
to either legal or illegal immigra¬ 
tion. The American-born Mexi¬ 
can population showed an increase 
of 562,354, or 231 per cent, be¬ 
tween 1920 and 1930, whereas the 
immigrant Mexican population in¬ 
creased but 159,638, or 35 per cent 
in that period.” 

Population Is Less 

The alien population in the 
United States is not 20.000,000, as 
sometimes claimed, but about 
4,922,000, and 1,500,000 of these 
have taken out first citizenship 
papers, Col. MacCormack said. 
The best available estimates are 
that the number of persons who 
have entered the United States 
illegally and are now subject to 
deportation is less than 100,000, 
he explained.

Among the Old-Timers who en- j 
joyed this sport were the three 
Parker brothers. Ed, Clarence and 
J. E. Parker. Ed was for years 
president of the Orange County 
Title company. Clarence lives in 
Santa Ana, and J. E. Parker is 
now living in Orange. Andrew 
Harris of Santa Ana always used 
to accompany the Parkers when 
they went on their trips. Mr. 
Harris, C. E. Parker and Clarence 
installed Santa Ana’s first electric 
light plant and supplied the city 
with lights for years. Johnnie 
Morrison, who later became prom¬ 
inent in Orange county politics, 
was the engineer and operator of 
the plant. 

“Uncle George” a Hunter 

George Irvine—we used to call 
him “Uncle George” who is the 
uncle of the present owner of 
the San Joaquin Rancho, James 
Irvine, was a great quail hunter, 
and hardly a week passed when 
the birds had grown large enough 
—there were no legal restrictions, 
no bag limits and no game ward¬ 
ens in those days—that he was 
not out there shooting quail. That 
was his favorite pastime. 

George and Ed Bessonette, 
father and son, were two other 
Old-Timers who left their horses 
and buggies at the springs many 
times and shot birds and rabbits. 
Bessonette sr., now living at Her- 
mosa Beach, attends every Old- 
Timers’ picnic, and to my knowl¬ 
edge, has never missed a one. He 
is probably the oldest of the old 
Tomato Springs hunters now liv¬ 
ing. His son Ed, who is with an 
oil company near Brea, still takes 
his father on an occasional hunt¬ 
ing trip. 

Jimmie Fed Them 

Jimmie Jones, the old-time res¬ 
taurant man of Santa Ana, was 
not much of a hunter, but went 
on many trip to Tomato Springs 
with hunting parties to look after 
1 the eats of the hunters. 

Sherman Stevens, the well 
1 known orange orchardist and 
sportsman of Tustin, learned to 
handle a shotgun near Tomato 
Springs, and he and Mont Chubb 
of Orange and Fred Pride of 
Santa Ana were often members of 
the Parker brothers’ hunting 
parties. 

Jim and Pete Turner, both later 
becoming prominent Santa Ana 
business men; James Sleeper, who 
is now county assessor; Tobe 
; Raney, father of Santa Ana High 
school’s famous athlete; Neal 
j Raney, and Paul Knauf, old-time 
j Santa Ana barber, frequently 
I made trips to Tomato Springs and 
| into the mountains where there 
| was good quail hunting. The three 
1 Northcross brothers. James, Mar- 
ishal and William, all of Orange, 

! although they hunted more in the 
1 Santiago canyon, knew all about 
the quail covies in Tomato Springs 
and hunted there frequently. 

Good Bricklayer 

Charlie Grouard. a pioneer brick 
maunfacturer of Santa Ana, and 
Clem Beard, a son of one of Santa 
Ana’s pioneers and one of the 
best brick layers the county ever 
had, often tried their luck with 
! the game around the famed 
springs. Younger members of the 
Tomato Springs hunting crowd 
were Ed Mosbaugh, now fire chief 
of Riverside, Gee, Al, Jeff, Junior 
and Tom Harlin and their cousin, 
who, when not playing baseball, 
made trips to the springs for rab¬ 
bits, doves and quail. Dan Adams, 
now a California highway patrol¬ 
man, and Charlie Bowman, for¬ 
merly of Tustin, used to be fre¬ 
quent visitors to the spot. 

With all these men to choose 
from, all of the old-time Tomato 
Springs hunters are unanimous in 
their choice of Clarence Parker as 
the best shot of the bunch. He 
was not only a crack rifle shot— 

J in his day the best the country 
had—but was quicker in getting 
; a bead with a gun than any of 
the rest. His brother, Ed, was 
I not quite so good, but was plenty 
i good with a gun and a hard man 
to beat. 

Clarence Parker, after disposing 
of his interest in the old Santa 
Ana Milling company and electric 
light plant, took charge of the 
old Brunswick hotel, now known 
as the Rossmore hotel, in about 
1893. He continued in the hotel 
business until his death in 1898 
at a comparatively early age.

“If the egg at my right over¬ 
ruffs dummy on the second round 
of diamonds, will be return a club 
and will that be trumped at my 
left, or has the player at my left 
or has the player at my left four 
hearts to the ten-spot?” 

The declarer thought he should 
take no chances, that he had bet¬ 
ter ruff high and finesse trumps if 
need be.

29 UP )—As the half-way mark la 
passed in the 1935 economic race, 
business and financial circles look 
back on an exciting and difficult 
course which, on the whole, has 
been negotiated with considerable 
success, they believe. 

Many obstacles have been met 
and apparently surmounted, in¬ 
cluding the adjustments to such 
varied outside influences as the 
supreme court’s gold clause and 
NR A decisions; soaring and later 
declining silver prices as the gov¬ 
ernment’s metal buying program 
led speculators in that market t® 
over-reach themselves; and a fi¬ 
nancial crisis in France. 

‘Easy Money’ 

Behind and above all these in¬ 
fluences, however, some of the 
best informed observers of eco¬ 
nomic affairs see one important 
development which in its long term 
significance, they felt, outweighed 
all others. When the current chap¬ 
ter of business and financial his¬ 
tory is finally written, these 
authorities feel, the chapter-head¬ 
ing will be “easy money.” 

New money, as distinguished 
from refinancing, has not come out 
in quantity as yet, although minor 
portions of some of the refunding 
issues have gone into plant reno¬ 
vation or expansion.

“no-yield" basis. The call money 
rate, for many months pegged at 
1 per cent, finally collapsed in mid- 
April and has since run at Vi of 1 
per cent. Highest grade bonds 
have advanced. Bank reserves 
have piled up until the figure final¬ 
ly crossed the $5,000.000,000-mark, 
about half of which is in excess of 
legal requirements, both figures 
peaks for the entire history of the 
federal reserve system.
